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GERMANY’S APPEAL. 

The ‘new German Chancellor, in 
casting himself upon the mercy of the 
__ Allies and requesting ° the League of 
~~ Nations to dévise for Germany such a 
measure of financial reorganization as 
it had successfully applied in Austrip, 
took pains to underline\the fact .that 
the German Government is now com- 
mitted to the policy of“ fulfiliment.’’ 
This means that it is prepared to do 
all in its power to ‘meet its obligations |, 
under the Treaty of Versailles. Repa- 
rations cannot be paid now, ‘but will 
be as soon as possible in the future. 
First German, public finance must be 
pulled out of the morass, and a mora- 
torium granted \along with a foreign 
loan; after that Germany will under- 
take to meet all ay claims for repa- 
rations. cone 

The moving cause for this change of 
frént on the patt’of the German ‘Gov- 
ernment is not far to seek. It is the 
French who “have brought the Ger- 
mans to reason. On this point, Lord 
Dersyr made.a striking admission in a 
Lancashire speech of his on Noy. 22. 
In the blunt and independent way 
characteristic of him, he said: 

I.am not one of those who consider 
the occupation of the Ruhr a crazy 
act. There is a point of view Fie if 
T hold and shall continue to hold* it i 
the first time that the Germans hav 
realized that they were conquered. It 
fs the first time that they have shown 
the will to pay. 

This statement might be regarded as 
almost an echo of the words used by 
Chancellor Stresemann in the last 
speech which he miade in the Reichs- 
tag, just before his Government fell. 
Referring to the giving -up of passive 
resistance in the Ruhr, he said that 
the German people were just begin- 
ning to perceive that they: had ** lost 
the war.’'. He werit: on to acknowl- 
edge that “ we have for yedrs. de- 


a ceived ourselves as to the conse- 


™ quences: of a» ‘lost -war,”” and he 
aaded, “ We now suddenly: see these 
** consequences in all .their terrible- 
* ness before us.’’ It took a long time 
to bring the German Government to 
this confession, but it:came at last, 
and Chancellor Marx bases his present 
action . , Upon a fail acceptance of the 
disagreeable truth.

New Doctors pectations of the 
for , Board of Education, 
the Teachers. “the four doctors who, 
‘ at annual salaries of 
$4,000 each, are to look after the teach- 
ers in the public schools who report sick 
in term time; will save the city $200,000 
@® year. Just how this saving ‘is to be 
effected is not made clear. Is the im- 
plication that these doctors by their 
skill are to shorten the illnesses of the 
teachers, or are they to check up on the 
certificates of temporary incapacitation 
given by privately employed physicians 
to teachers who—well, only imagined 
that they were too much under the 
weather t6 teach? 

The latter supposition would be dis- 
quieting if it were plausible—which it is 
not. 

In connection with the appointment of 
these doctors it is stated that 70 per 
cent. of the illnesses reported’ are nerv- 
ous ailments or throat diseases. Both 
of these terms ‘are rather vague, but 
the maladies thus described presumably 
come in the category of preventable, and 
indicate something radically wrong about 
the conditions in which. the teachers 
work. “Throat disease” more than hints 
at poor ventilation in the schoolrooms, 
with consequent bad air, and “nervous 
ailments” speak loudly of fret’; worries 
and discontents, long continued and 
without hope of removing thétr causes. 
Overwork, too, is tobe suspected, and a 
good deal of it probably is due to the 
imposition on the téachers of the task, 
always irksome and necessarily done 
out of school hours, known a3 ‘‘marking 
papers.”’

STARVING THE PARKS. 


City Using Ite Precious Land Like 
a Shiftless Farmer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Every day the use of the city parks, 
especially those On Manhattan Island,. 
increases, end every day they get a little 
more worn and shabby. Every year one 
can see the difference and deterioration, 


“| excepting in favored spots on which the 


Park Department is able to concentrate 
its effotts and its meagre resources. ~ 

The parks differ from the ‘other great 
departments of public service in this re- 
spect: to a. great extent the ‘money 
spent on them does not show immediate 
results. If a million is invested in schools 
or in the Fire Department, for instance, 
people can see the returns in-new buiid- 
ings or.equipment. . But if the same 
money were intelligently and conscien- 
tiously expended om the park, a great 
deal of it would be buried in the form 
of cultivation and preparation of the 
soil; giving. first aid and follow-up 
treatment to the trees and bushes, plant- 
ing new ones, &c. -It i@like any..other 
kind of farming enterprise ;.if the farm 
is to produce paying crops, which in this 
case are crops of trees, shrubs and grass, 
they must be prepared for long before- 
hand . by’ thorough ~ citivation and 
fertilizing and protection. No farm can 
be brought into condition and so 
kept unless this licy is begun da 
maintained year after year. In other 
words, the farmer’s farm and the city 
park farm are alike in that they cannot 
be made to pay if the soil is continually 
cropped and nothing put back. There 
must’ be continual investment of money 
and ‘skill and labor in either kind of 
farm if it is to be prevented from run- 
ning down. 

The trouble with this kind, of invest- | 
mient is that when’ the money and labor 
are spent it is difficult or impossible to 
see. many of the results. When the 
surface of the ground is once.smoothed 
over, one cannot tell by merely looking 
at‘ it whether it has been cultivated an 
inch or. two feet deep; and #@ thousand 
young trees, though they may become:

Dame Clara Butt Sings... 
By RICHARD ALDRICH. 


For thé first time in several years the 
noted English contralto, Dame Clara 
Butt, gavé a.concert in New York yes- 
terday, in Carnegie Hall,- Though this 
coneert had the advantage of being given 
under the patronage of the British Em- 
bassy—for which reasori, doubtless, the 
centre box was decorated with the 
American and British flags—it was of a 
kind that has been obsolete in New York
